Thorneloe Comments

This comment is to address recent news reports concerning the 
events that led up to Mr. Brian Beauchamp being required to transfer out of 
his WOMN 1005 EC class to a correspondence version of the same course. 

The rhetoric engendered by these reports has been unfortunate for all 
concerned. For my part, I must clarify that at no time did I nor do I claim 
that Mr. Beauchamp has been "engaged in a subtle form of terrorism". I 
have been concerned that legitimate areas of inquiry of this university not 
be compromised by challenges until they have been subjected to due 
process and review. In this case, Mr. Beauchamp has made a complaint 
about a course which must be examined for its efficacy. I respect that. This 
examination is now in process by the Vice-President Academic of Laurentian 
University, and I expect Thorneloe to be fully informed both as to the detail 
of the allegations and the recommendations. 

There will be no further statement by Thorneloe administration or 
faculty on this matter until the examination is complete. 

I am very concerned that a second complaint has been made with 
respect to a Thorneloe course. I am particularly concerned that the student 
did not follow established procedures for restitution of such a complaint, but 
rather utilized correspondence with the media directly without the instruc- 
tor even being informed of the allegation. I have asked that the correspond- 
ence between the instructor and the student now be initiated to see if 
resolution can be found. I will monitor the process closely, especially if an 
efficacious complaint emerges. 

Any university must keep a watchful eye on the quality of its courses, 
both in terms of content and leadership. Thorneloe as well as Laurentian 
reviews its programs and personnel regularly. People can rest assured that 
public concern over this matter has been heard, and Thorneloe remains 
committed to implement excellence in all its programs.

For those of you who are part of the Anthropology program this will

The first challenge to the competi- 
tors will be held at the Science North 
Cavern, at 6:00 pm. The conference 
style evening will have a designated 
presenter from each school, speak- 
ing on a mining/mineral processing 
related topic. The goal of the confer- 
ence is to introduce the competitors 
to conference style presentation, and 
allow them to meet each other. 

Saturday, March 26 The 
games' competitions run at two lo- 
cations, beginning at 9:00 am. The 
Big Nickel Mine will host the morn- 
ing events of Jackleg, fire fighting, 
and load-haul -dump. TheLaurentian 
University Campus will be the site 
of the afternoon games. The teams 
will consist of eight members, and 
the teams will designate particular 
individuals to compete in the indi- 
vidual events. At the Big Nickel 
Mine, for the first time in the Games' 
history, the Jackleg competition will 
be held underground. Two repre- 
sentatives from each team must set 



up and drill a six foot hole with a hand 
held pneumatic drill Uien they have 
to proceed to install a six foot forged 
head mechanical rockbolt. The Load- 
Haul-Dump Competition, will be 
held on the surface at the Big Nickel 
Site. This is an optimization prob- 
lem, where the students are required 
to move 24 cement blocks 100 me- 
tres, in the least amount of time, us- 
ing several sizes of plywood board, 
on which the blocks will be load, 
hauled, and unloaded. In the Fire 
Suppression event, will also be held 
on the surface at the Big Nickel. 
Under the watchful eyes of the On- 
tario Mine Rescue Officers from 
Onaping Station, five teammates must 
navigate a series of obstacles and 
successfully extinguish the control- 
led fire. Mineral Identification, at 
Laurentian Campus, will test the geo- 
logical skills of competitors by ask- 
ing them to identify 20 common, and 
not so common minerals. The Min- 
eral Separation Lab at the Laurentian 
Campus will focus on Mineral 
Processing. Competitors must sepa- 
rate two minerals, a "value" and a 



"guange" (waste), using specialized 
equipment. Competitors' knowledge 
of little known mining and mineral 
processing facts and history will be 
tested in the Mine trivia contest. 
Computer Aided Design challenge, 
to be held in the Computer Lab at LU, 
will have them reproduce a design 
using two computer applications. The 
Race for the Cage, the final event of 
the day, is scheduled for 3:00 pm It is 
a reworked version of the classic re- 
lay race. All team members com- 
pete, and encounter obstacles along 
the way. The race resembles the 
Race for the Cage. Students will 
arrive on Friday, March 25, from the 
Technical University of Nova Sco- 
tia, McGill University, Ecole 
Polytechnique, Laval University, 
Queen's University. In addition to 
the 60 out of town students compet- 
ing in the rock that weekend, 40 com- 
petitors from hometown LU are ex- 
pected.

Sudbury's transportation study commis- 
sioned in 1 989 is that Laurentian Univer- 
sity needs another road to it, another 
access. In this proposal there are several 
options on where to put this road. Lau- 
rentian already has second access, a barely 
passable trail that comes out in the loch's 
road area in this city's south end. Up- 
grading this road to a full road is an option 
for the region. Most of the proposed 
roads are leading out to the south end. 
The problem with this is that most of the 
traffic is coming from the "north", from 
New Sudbury and the valley etc. In fact, 
the region's own transportation study has 
concluded that there are almost 70% more 
cars turning left onto Ramsey Lake Road 
from Paris street than cars turning right 
onto it. The point? The point is that 
building a road to the south end will not 
particularly benefit the people who need 
it the most: the peo- 
ple coming in from 
New Sudbury etc. 

The solu- 
tion? One of the pro- 
posed roads runs 
right through the 
conservation area (in 
a big way) and comes 
out in the Bancroft 
Drive-Moonlight 
Beach area. While 
this would definitely 
benefit the New 
Sudburians et. al, it 
stands under a lot of 
controversy. For 
one, the Conserva- 
tion area people 
would probably not 
be too impressed 
with someone tear- 



ing up their "bush" to put a busy road 
through. 

Yet another proposal is one that 
has nothing to do with building anything. 
'Traffic Demand Management" is an 
option that is probably the most likely to 
win out. This rather eloquent term is, in 
layman's term: Take the bus. The traffic 
Task Force would like to make buses 
more attractive and would like to encour- 
age things such as car pooling. This 
seems to be a slightly half-hearted ap- 
proach since if people wanted to take the 
bus, they'd take the bus to begin with, and 
we wouldn't need to be discussing "Traf- 
fic Demand Management". The biggest 
factor standing in he way of a new road is 
the $ 1 ,000,000/km estimated cost. Nev- 
ertheless, all the proposals are currently 
undergoing an Environmental Study Re- 
port. The results of this report should be 



available in April, after which the City 
Engineers will begin studies on each 
proposal independently todetermine their 
feasibility. 

Don't get your hopes up, how- 
ever. The final decision to approve or 
not to approve anything rests in the 
hands of city council and the message 
from Bob Falcioni, a regional Engineer, 
is that we shouldn't hold our breaths for 
the near future. So for now, the next time 
your faced with driving on Ramsey Lake 
Road, just think that one day, maybe in 
your children's university days they will 
finally have a solution to this frustrating 
problem. 

Until then, drive carefully and 
rememberthat killing that Hyundai driver 
may have criminal consequences even if 
he does annoy the hell out of you by 
crawling during rush-hour.

Preparation time: 20 minutes 
Cooking time: 20 minutes 
Serves four 

Preheat oven to 475^F (250*^0 

Melt in frying pan over medium 
heat: 

2 tbsp. (30 mL) butter or margarine 

Add: 

1 can, 10 oz. (284 mL) tomato soup 

Combine in a large bowl: 

1 i/2 cups (375 mL) all-purpose ttour 

3 tsp. (15 mL) baking powder 
l/2tsp. (2mL)saU 
1 tsp. (5 mL) paprika 
1 tsp. (5 mL) celery seed 
1/4 tsp. (1 mL) pepper 




Mix in with a fork or knife 
3 tbsp. (45 mL) shortening 

Add and mix until blended- 
3/4 cup (200 mL) milk 

Plop the flour misture in spoonfuls on 
the meat mixture. If you have a cast- 
iron frymg pan, just put it in the 
oven- If the frying pan has a plastic 
handle, transfer the meat to a casserole 
dish before adding flour mixture. 

Bake for 20 minutes. 

Invert a plate on top of the frying pan 
and turn frying pan over. Remove 
frymg pan.

Italian, Comedy and Culture An Evening of Indian

On Wednesday, March 30, 1994, the Alphonse Raymond will resound with laughter during the performance 
of Liola, a comedy by the world renowned playwright Luigi Pirandello. The Maschere Laurenziane, the Laurentian 
University Italian Studies theatre troupe, comprised of students registered in Laurentian's Italian Studies program, 
will present an evening on passion, love, seduction, infidelity and song in their interpretation of this Pirandello 
classic. 

Liold examines the intrigue surrounding the seduction of the virtuous Mita who is tempted into sin by the 
youthful and virile Liola convinces Mita, an old flame, for whom he still bums passionately, that seduction is the 
sole way of protecting her honour and exposing Tuzza, the villain of the piece, who would vindictively seize Mita's 
position by bearing Zio Simone the son he wishes so desperately. But Zio Simone is sterile. Who is then the father 
of Tuzza' s child? Mita must therefore produce a son of her own in the same manner in which Tuzza has produced 
one... 

Get away from quotidian reality and indulge in the theatrical world of Liola. Admission for Liold, to be 
presented at the Alphonse Raymond Auditorium, Laurentian University, on Wednesday, March 30 at 1 1 :30 am and 
7:00 pm, is FREE. 

Luige Pirandello (1867-1936), the first original Italian playwright of our century, begins to give serious 
thought to theatre as a medium with which to express his ideas in 1916 with 
such plays as Pensaci Giacamino and Liold. He soon discovers that theatre is 
the genre that best represents his vision of life as dramatic and relative and with 
it he acquires endless freedom of expression and is able to reach a wide pubhc. 
As a playwright, Pirandello is best known for his '^trilogy about the theatre 
within the theatre" which includes Six Characters in Search of an Author 
(1921), judged by G.B. Shaw as the theatrical masterpiece of the Twentieth 
Century. Six Characters in Search of an Author, which elicits much contro- 
versy among critics and public, becomes the vehicle for Pirandello's emer- 
gence as a prominent intemational author, with productions in New York and 
London in 1 922. In 1 934 Pirandello is awarded the Nobel Prize for Literature. 

This marks the 3rd annual play for the Italian Club, which was founded 
as INCONTRI, translated "a meeting place". The play features over 30 club 
members who have been rehearsing since late November. 

The play i s part of a course on modem Italian theatre, and is 1 0% of the 
student's mark. But for all involved, it is much more than a grade. Diana lule 
a professor and coordinator of the show says that "for Laurentian, it brings 
forth a major theatrical dimension , and allows students to view a play written 
by a nobel prize winner". 

For the students, it is a chance for them to express their knowledge and 
zest of their Italian culture. "At home, our Italian culture is very traditional. 
We want to emphasize Italian and see it carried on throughout the younger 
generations" says INCONTRI prez., Maggie Bitetto. "We've worked hard as 
a group and have really tried to make Italian culture come alive at Laurentian". 
For Domenico Rocca, who plays the leading role of Liol a, it is a chance to get 
more involved in Laurentian life and at the same time explore his Italian past. 
"The play is a southem Italian piece and I can identify and relate well since that 
is where my roots are" says Rocca. "It has also given me a chance to get to 
know my Profs, better as well as my peers". 

You should have no trouble understanding the play since these actors 
(keeping with their Italian ways) speak expressively with their hands... a lot! 
It is one day only, and will certainly deliver a touch of Italian culture to the 
campus.

When I first entered the thea- 
tre Thursday evening, I felt some- 
what less then comfortable, being 
one of the few totally anglophone 
members of the audience. Fortu- 
nately I seated myself next to several 
theatre arts students, for whom see- 
ing the production was a mandatory 
assignment, and we were at least able 
to be embarrassingly ignorant of the 
pre -performance announcements to- 
gether. As soon as the lights dimmed 
in the auditorium, however, the lumi- 
nescent flame of communication was 
re ignited and we were miraculously 
able to understand what was happen- 
ing on stage. Alright! So the opyening 
dialogue was in English. It still made 
us feel a lot better. 

The play continued with sev- 
eral scenes which were primarily 
mime and odiers which were scat- 
tered with English dialogue. Even in 
the all French scenes, however, the 
actors did more than enough to insure 
that the story and, more importandy, 
the rich emotions shared by the char- 
acters, did not hinge on the under- 
standing of the spoken word. Whether 
the characters were feeling pain, joy, 
frustration, pride or sorrow, their feel- 
ings came across clearly to even the 
most stubborn of anglophones. Hav- 
ing a surface understanding of who 




Jeanne Lajoie was and what she did 
for french education in Quebec, 
helped me to fill in the details of the 
story and to confirm what I suspected 
based on the movement and expres- 
sions of the performers. In the end, I 
left with an experience which was 
not at all tainted by the fact that I was 
only able to understand about twenty 
five percent of the dialogue. 

For those who chose not to 
attend any of last week's perform- 
ances on the basis that it was a "French 
Play", you could not have been more 
wrong. It was more a dramatic pres- 
entation of movement and song, with 



only the lyrics showing any hint of 
linguistic preference. It was an emo- 
tional roller-coaster which told the 
story of a brave, determined young 
woman who happened to be a 
Francophone. 

I have no idea what "La 
Troupe" has in the works for next 
year, but if it is anything like "La 
Pucelle de Pembroke", I recommend 
that everyone who is even remotely 
interested in genuine theatre, whether 
English or french speaking, take the 
time to treat themselves to a rich 
emotional adventure. 




Dancing For The Earth

Denise Vitali, owner of 
Sudbury School of Dance, attributes 
her passion and ensuing success in 
the arts to the teacher with whom she 
trained for 12 years, Tini Pel. 

Denise began training in dance 
for therapeutic reasons and contin- 
ued until Grade 7, when she traded 
her dance shoes for a gymnastics 
outfit. While on the gymnastics team, 
Denise had the good fortune to meet 
Mrs. Pel who persuaded her to return 
to dance. 

Through her connection with 
Mrs. Pel, Denise became involved 
not only with class work, but with 
performance in liturgical dance and 



choreography for Theatre Cambrian. 

In fact, her early association 
with the art of dance seems to have 
instilled in Denise the ability to not 
only work with but inspire today's 
students. Sudbury School of Dance, 
in it's ninth year of operation, "has 
become like a second home for some 
of the kids. They feel very comfort- 
able here" she says. 

More recently, Denise has 
encouraged and assisted the growth 
of a youth dance group called The 
Earth Dancers. 

"The Earth Dancers aren't 
competitive," insists Denise. "They 
wanted an outlet for their knowledge, 
to use their craft, and through this 
desire, are raising money to help save 
our planet." Their only competition 
is with themselves". 

The Earth Dancers raise 



money through some fund-raising, 
but the majority of their financial 
support comes through sponsorship. 
"The girls use the money they raise 
through sponsorships to pay for pro- 
duction costs. Whatever proceeds 
come from the show are donated to 
Friends of The Earth" Denise ex- 
plains. 

Now in the process of form- 
ing a Sudbury-based company, "Face 
North", Denise continues to exol the 
virtues of her heart.

How- 
ever, it was long-term artist develop- 
ment and personal freedom that 
clinched that deal, not a financial 
pitch, said DGC A&R representative 
Mark Kates. At 23 years old, BECK 
is already accustomed to making 
music on his own terms.

^ I have to admit, I was scepti- 

: cal when I saw the advertisements for 
this film. The appeal to '^Generation 
X" was far too deliberate to be a film 
^ that mattered, I thought, given the 
■ sardonic word-play of the title (re- 
flecting, I supposed, the pessimism 
and bitterness of today *s youth thrust 
into a world which seems dedicated 
to ignoring them), given Ms. Ryder, 
' who had displayed disintegrating 
powers of discriminating role-selec- 
tion since her appearance in Heath- 
ers, and given Hollywood's propen- 
sity to factor any youth phenomena 
down to the lowest common denomi- 
nator. I prepared myself for a thor- 
ough commercial reaming focusing 
on the quest to "define" our genera- 
tion, but was surprised by the film's 
Uubtle take on the issue. Moreover, I 
I was delighted with the film as a whole, 
^ instead of as a thematically limited 
f product a la Singles. 

: Reality Bites opens with 

I Lelaina (Ryder) giving the valedic- 
i tory address to her graduating class, a 
speech that outlines the gap between 
their parents' discarded ideals and 
their own struggle to retain their ide- 
als. Graduation itself is a passage 
from what is regarded as a protected 
worid, a world of ideals, to the "real 
worid", where ideals clash with es- 
; tablished structure. This clash is the 
dominant theme of Reality Bites, and 
; finds itself reflected in Lelaina 's love 
? interests, Michael and Troy Dyre. 

j^P Michael (Stiller), is aTV exec 
^fbr *Tn Your Face TV" (described as 
"MTV with an attitude") who has 
accepted the establishment world but 
still claims to possess "ideals, values, 
all that stuff..." Lelaina, in the proc- 
ess of creating her own film docu- 
mentary that captures the essence of 
her peers, begins dating Michael (the 
documentary tellingly does not in- 
: elude him), and he immediately rec- 
ognizes the commercial potential of 
her documentary. Michael is sincere 
in his attempt to help Lelaina achieve 
success in the television realm, but 
suffers from a limited ability to un- 
derstand more than the superficial. 
He knows how to imply the terms 
** ideals" and "values" and grasps their 
significance, but has no fundamental 



idea of what they actually are. 

In contrast to Michael, Troy 
(Hawke) is a philosophy major who 
realizes that values and ideals are 
lived, not possessed. He is identified 
as an under-achieving intellectual, 
largely unemployed except for 
fronting a small rock band, and dis- 
plays a mastery of language which 
contrasts with Michael's frequently 
halting inexpressibility. Appropri- 
ately, Troy is asked to define "irony" 
and easily gives the correct answer — 
it is a term which he exemplifies in 
crucial moments in the film, and it is 
Troy 's awareness of ideals and of the 
continual problems in achieving them 
that results in this confusing mixture 
of behaviour on his part. 

Reality Bites succeeds be- 
cause of its self-awareness. The nested 
layers of camera perspective begin at 
the lowest level with a TV sitcom 
version of Lelaina's intended docu- 
mentary, a complete bastardization 
of her vision. One step up from that is 
the edit job done on her film docu- 
mentary by Michael ' s network which 
in merely degrading in comparison. 
Lelaina's actual documentary , a film 
rather than television production, 
presents a third level, a realization of 
the concept of the camcorder as a 
mirror of reality, presenting non- 
judgemental yet insightful clips of 
her friends' lives and her own. Ben 
Stiller' s film Reality Bites offers a 
fourth level of perspective that paro- 
dies low-grade television stereotyp- 
ing and instead avoids stereotyping 
by extending the premise of Lelaina's 
discontinuous clips into the context 
of a coherent narrative. 

The audience's sympathies in 
the love triangle are kept delicately 
balanced by Michael's endearing but 
shallow earnest nature and Troy's 
problematic idealism. Clearly Lelai- 
na's final choice reflects her own 
struggle between sacrificing and pre- 
serving her values, and the audience 
experiences a catharsis with her final 
decision resulting from a parallel to 
their own struggles with this dilemma. 
The parallel could be the conflict of 
the generational scale mentioned in 
Lelaina's valedictory address, or it 
could be an entirely personal conflict 
which is experienced continually by 
those who are aware of it. Reality Bi- 
tes was definitely a pleasure to expe- 
rience.

quickly became a hit last year at col- 
lege radio in Southern California af- 
ter being released as a 1 2-inch single 
on the independent Bongload 
Records. 

The track is now featured on a 
CD-5 tided LOSER, released Janu- 
ary 1994 on DGC Records. BECK's 
major label album debut, MELLOW 
GOLD is set for release in March 
1994 however he will also continue 
to have releases on independent la- 
bels. 

BECK is constantly writing 
songs. "I just let whatever comes out, 
come out without thinking about it 
much," he says. "Some of it I keep, 
some I toss out, some of it I turn into 



giant cigarettes and smoke 'em. I think 
everybody should just turn off their 
TV machines and make up their own 
songs about whatever comes to mind 
— their couch, their friends, their 
loaves of bread. Everybody's got 
their own songs. There should be so 
many songs out there that it all turns 
into one big sound and we can put the 
whole thing into a pick-up truck and 
let it roll off the edge of the Grand 
Canyon." 

When asked for biographical 
details, BECK retorted: "who cares ! " 
However, despite his reticence to talk 
about himself 

BECK grew up outside Kan- 
sas City with his grandfather (a 
preacher) and in Los Angeles with 



his mother. After dropping out of 
high school, he picked up the guitar 
and started playing folk music and 
delta blues influenced by the likes of 
Woody Guthrie and Bling Willie 
Johnson. 

In New York, he hooked up 
with crazed street poets who made up 
songs about potato chips and explod- 
ing TV sets, which drew him into 
playing in the litUe bars and burned 
out basements where this scene was 
growing. He spent a year or so sleep- 
ing on floors, learning and playing 
music wherever it was happening. 

In January of 92, BECK got 
hooked up with Karl Stephenson and 
they recorded "'Loser" in a four-hour 
session. The song was largely for- 
gotten for a year until Bongload heard 
it and put out a few hundred copies. 
The track was quickly embraced by 
college radio (which already knew 
BECK from his spontaneous folk re- 
cordings), and his untraditional club 
performances were suddenly packed. 

BECK began working on a 
full album, produced with Bongload 
and Stephenson, which became Mel- 
low Gold all recorded on a living 
room eight-track. Simultaneously he 
recorded two other albums , ranging 
from 'exploding noise' to *old style 
country'.

Le mythe qui confere a 
r Academic fran9aise rautorit6 
supreme en matiere de purete du 
fran9ais est Tun des plus tenaces qui 
soient. II vaut au frangais la reputation 
de langue la plus surveillee au monde, 
veritable utopie solidement ancree 
dans 1 ' imaginaire de nos compatriotes 
anglophones. De ce mythe depend 
dgalement cette servilite envers les 
avis de I'Academie frangaise sur des 
sujets comme Torthographe ou la 
f^minisation des litres de professions. 

Pourtant, le Parlement de la 
France (puissance absolue de cette

For the 1 6th consecutive time, 
the Lady Vees basketball team trav- 
elled to the CIAU finals, held this 
year at the University of Calgary. 
Their sights were set firmly on the 
gold medal, but, after an opening win 
against Calgary, two tough losses to 
U. of T. and Manitoba sent Lauren- 
tian back to Sudbury with a fourth 
place finish. Winnipeg took the gold 
medal over U. of T. in the final game 
with a score of 90-76, their 73rd win 
in a row. 

The Lady Vees opened their 
1 6th consecutive trip to the nationals 
against the Calgary Dinosaurs. The 
tournament hosts' game was raised 
by their hometown crowd, but the 
crowd support wasn't enough to carry 
them past a tough Laurentian team. 



The Dinosaurs' medal hopes were 
extinguished as the Vees earned a 
semi-finals berth with a 77-69 win. 
Carolyn Swords had a phenomenal 
night, scoring 27 points, while Joy 
McNichol filled the basket with 25 
points. Dianne Norman exhibited 
All-Canadian form by grabbing 1 1 
rebounds and draining 15 points. 

Saturday's pivotal semi-final 
match against the U. of T. Blues was 
a classic, one eagerly anticipated by 
both teams. Laurentian' s motivation 
was vengeance sought for a disap- 
pointing loss last week in the Ontario 
finals to U. of T., a game which their 
2-0 regular season record against the 
Blues suggested should have been 
won. The Blues, meanwhile, wanted 
to prove that their win was no fluke. 
Add to this years of intense rivalry 
between the teams. Multiply that by 
the slot in the CIAU finals up for 
grabs. The product at the end of 
regulation time suited the situation: a 
hard-fought tie. 

With nothing decided after 
forty minutes of play, the match was 
sent into ten minutes of overtime. 
Here the Vees were at a considerable 
disadvantage due to the Blues' deep 
bench of 1 1 players. With a squad of 
only nine players, and having already 
played a full game, Laurentian was 
simply unable to keep a fresh five on 
the floor. Continually calling upon 
their last reserves of energy, heroi- 
cally running on determination, even- 
tually the Lady Vees ran out of re- 



sources to call on. Joy McNichol 
continued a great tournament with 28 
points against U. of T. while Dianne 
Norman displayed consistency with 
12 points and 13 rebounds. The re- 
sult was a 69-60 loss for Laurentian, 
a loss that took them out of conten- 
tion for gold but left the Vees with a 
shot at the bronze medal against the 
Manitoba Bisons. 

It was a close game against 
Manitoba, but the fatigue and emo- 
tional letdown of the previous night 
appeared to affect Laurentian 'splay. 
Joy McNichol finished off an out- 
standing rookie season with 1 9 points 
for the Vees, while Carolyn Swords 
finished off her university career by 
netting 17 points. Unfortunately, 
Laurentian fell to the Manitoba 
Bisons by a final score of 72-64, to 
secure a fourth place finish in the 
national championship. 

The Lady Vees should be con- 
gratulated for what they have ac- 
complished this year. Bouncing back 
from the loss of two veteran players, 
they finished with an unblemished 
1 2-0 regular season, placed second 
in Ontario, and fourth in Canada. 
This is a great achievement for a 
young, small team, and in the process 
several Laurentian players earned rec- 
ognition for their outstanding play. 
Joy McNichol was an OWIAA East 
All-Star, a Rookie All-Canadian se- 
lection, and was named to the CIAU 
Tournament All -Star Team for her 
outstanding play. 



Dianne Norman was an 
OWIAA East MVP, OWIAA Tour- 
nament All-Star, and an All-Cana- 
dian selection. Dianne has one year 
of eligibility left and the Laurentian 
community fervently hopes that she 
decides to return for her final season. 
She led by example this year and her 
experience would be extremely valu- 
able come next season. 



Carolyn Swords received an 
OWIAA East All-Star selection this 
year, and gave Laurentian an All- 
Star outing every game she played in 
her five years with the Vees. Her 
presence is going to be sorely missed 
in the program, for Carolyn was a 
catalyst that raised the level of play of 
everyone around her.

Rain Forest

It is the breading ground for new medicine, the climate control centre 
for North America, and home to the most diverse plant and animal species 
populations in the world. All of this is being placed in danger of becoming 
extinct so that cheap beef can be raised to feed the people in the US and 
Canada. 

During the the seventies alomost 10 000 square kilometers of rain 
forest were cleared each year, and the trend will certainly continue intil the 
rain forest is totally destroyed. Countries like Columbia, Peru, Ecuador, and 
Uruguay all have completely wiped out the rain forest in their respective 
countries. Brazel during the same period destroyed almost 7 000 square 
kilometers of rain forest per year, and contains the largest percentage of the 
rain forest within its borders. Brazil also has a huge debt to pay off, and 
breeding cattle is a cheap easyAvay to raise money to help pay the debt. But 
at what cost? 

Thge rain forest helps moderate temperatures in North America. This 
winter has been nothing but bitterly cold. If there is a green house effect, Vm 
sure I wouldn't have minded it this winter. 

Weather can be a funny thing to predict, but new potentially 
breakthrough medicines are being destroyed. The deversity of plant life in 
the rain forest has made medical miracles possible. 

Should we sacrafice medical needs for cattle? Cattle can be raised 
pracically anywhere, and yet, there is only one rain forest in South America. 
Through organization, and by drawing more attention to the de -fore station 
of the rain forest, we can make a difference. The goal is to stop the complete 
destruction of the rain forest, without jeopardizing the economic and social 
weflare of the people of South America. If it's perceived that development 
will be jeopardized then de-forestation will continue.

Or call 
Sudbury MP Diane Marleau at 673-7107, the Health Minister. She should 
know the value of the rain forest to medicine, and you can too.
